Time and Taxes 


Change Men's Minds 


About Prohibition 


As you read in yesterday's edition 


the Arkansas Supreme Court has 
ruled that the petitions support- 
ing the state-wide prohibition meas- 
urt are valid and the bill will go 
on the November 7 general elec- 
tion ballot as Initiated Act No. 2. 


A generation or two ago 
the 


moral flavor Of prohibition was 
unspoiled by economic facts, high 
taxes, and the bitter experience of 
trying to enforce a dictatorial and 
Un-American law. 


But time changes all things. 
In the first place, frontier days 


are gone. There was a day right 
here in Hope when the saloon was 
almost the sole entertainment spot, 
There were no movies, no automo- 
biles, no monthly installment pay- 
ments — and so the saloon got the 
crowd. 


Time has changed all that. Liquor 


today runs a poor race against the 
lure of movies, automobiles, new 
homes, and household appliances— 
all seeking the same consumer dol- 
lar. Anyone who trios to argue the 
point and insists that prohibition 
has the same job to do today that it 
had a generation ago is simply in- 
dulging in wishful thinking — like 
the small boy who comes out of the 
Western picture show and tells his 
dad he saw Indians on the 
way 


home! 


Time has changed more than the 


moral issue. America today is an 
adult nation, with all the problems 
and grief that grownup folks are 
heir to. We are a people heavily in 
debt, paying high prices, and carry- 
ing a staggering load of taxation. 


In order to run our public schools 


we have to lay a direct sales tax 
on even the most basic foods — 
bread, milk and meat. 
We pay 


sales lax on the medicine with 
which we are treated'when ill, arid 
our estate is charged sales lax on 
the coffin in which we are event- 
ually laid to rest.

Under the circumstances we can 


be excused for having small pa- 
tience with the high-flown orators 
who tell us that regardless

everything else prohibition is still 
the No. 1 question. For to the av- 
erage 
man 
prohibition simply 


means that liquor, being outlawed 
and still bootlegged, is in effect 
made tax-free. 


Taxing broad and milk and meat 


while letting liquor go lax-free 
simply doesn't make sense. 


It doesn't make sense to the 


states with big bank 
accounts, 


prosperous businesses, and fully- 


^ equipped schools and 
well-paid 


teachers — for they go right on 
taking liquor to the limit and tell 
Ihe'iprohibitionisls, ''Go back 
to.

pected to reopen a concentrated 
campaign to force Soviet Russia 
to talk peace in realistic terms.

President's aides to keep Demo-

after his arrival aboard the presr 
idential 
plane, "The Independ- 


ence", from Honolulu yesterday.

Pittsburgh, Oct. 18 - (/P) —- In- 


dustry leader United States Steel 
corporation and the CIO United 
Steelworkers opened 
negotiations 


today on the union's demand for 
a wage increase, 
. 


Neither side commented as ses- 


sions got under Way. 


President Philip Murray of both 


the CIO and 
USW headed 
the 


union's 37-man bargaining t e a m . 
Vice President John A, Stephens 
led about the same number of rep- 
resentatives ot "big Steel's" six 
steel-producing subsidiaries. 


They are American S t e e l and 


Wire company, Carnegie-I Hi nois 
Steel corporation, Columbia Steel 
company, Geneva Steel company, 
National tube company and Ten- 
nessee Coal, Iron and R a i l r o a d 
company. 


Murray and Stephens s h o o k 


hands and chatted pleasantly for a 
few minutes before the bargaining 
session started in a downtown hotel 
conference room. 


U. S. Steel is the traditional bell- 


wether of the industry in w a g e 
talks. If it grants apay hike, other 
steel firms — both basic producers 
and the firms that turn the steel 
into finished products — probably 
will follow suit; 


The amount of any U. S. Steel 


wage hike would be reflected in 
the prices of automobiles, refrige- 
rators, hairpins and everything else 
made of steel. 


• Little doubt has been expressed 
that U. S. steel will make some 
form of wage Increase offer. The 
amount of that .expected 
o f f e i 


remains to be answered. 


Murray himself! hasn't said how 


much he will seek for the steel 
workers who now average ?1.70 ar 
hour. Some 'sources- have placcc 
the union's demand at about 2 
cents an hour. 


The man Murray will face across 


the conference table is J o h n A. 
Stephens, vice president of U. S. 
Steel in /charge of industrial 
re- 


lations. 


In agreeing, to meet wzth Mur- 


ray, head of both the CIO and the 
Steelworkers, Stephens m a d e it 
plain he would discuss only a pos- 
sible wage boost for U. S. Steel's 
production and maintenance em- 
ployes. He ruled out any discussion 
of insurance and pension demands, 
both of which tho union is expected 
to present. 


The conference was requested by 


Murray. The Steelworkers' current 
two-year contract with 1,400 com- 
panies permits reopening of wage 
discussions on Nov. 1.
